Much Has Been Done But There is Still 
More to do For The Master. 





Baptized With the Holy Ghost and With

No one knows just what is 
going to be next, but since the 
end is not yet, and no one knows 
the day or the hour when it will 
come it leaves room for one to 
think there may be a little more 
time to spread the glorious gos- 
pel in all the world for a wit- 
ness. I know that time is 
speeding by and it reminds me 
of riding on a lightning express 
train watching the telegraph 
poles fly past the window in the 
opposite direction. 


Now, I'll tell you a little of 
how I feel about it. Since we 
are growing older every day, 
and people are dying every 
hour just over yonder and drop- 
ping into hell, I feel that we may 
not be speeding along with our 
work just as fast as we should. 
It seems I can never get away 
from the shadow in the face of 
that precious father who said 
to me, “Why didn’t you come 
sooner?” Soon after our party 
landed on one of the faraway 
islands and we began to tell the 
natives of the power of the 
blood of Jesus to save and 
cleanse, and it was made clear 
to them that we had brought 
the full gospel of salvation, this 
gentleman came to me _ with 
tears in his eyes and a shadow 
on his face and put to me 
the above question, ‘““Why didn’t 
you come sooner?” 


I waited for his story because 
I believed he had one to tell. He 
told me in broken sentences and 
amidst a flood of tears: “I 
buried my daughter three days 
ago,” he began, “and she did 
not know of this blessed way 
you talk about; oh! I’m afraid 
she is lost! If you had only 
come sooner I’m sure she would 
have accepted your story of the 
cross and believed to the salva- 
tion of her soul. But now it is 
too late. She is gone and I may 
never see her again.” 


This was almost too much for 
me. Could I have gotten there 
sooner? Did I do my best to 
get ready and hurry along on 
my mission? Had I, or had any 
of us caused any unnecessary 
delay? And this picture is still 
before me tonight. I wonder if 
there is a soul in hell that I 
might have rescued if I had hur- 
ried faster or made a greater 
sacrifice? I am usually slow 
and deliberate in reaching con- 
clusions and making decisions, 
but I am not slow when it 
comes to feeling the responsi- 
bility of lost souls. I can’t go 
like I used to, but I go now in 
a different way from the way I 
used to go. I am going now 
while I am delivering this mes- 
sage and yet I am not speed- 
ing on the train as I used to. 


An experience of years ago 
illustrates the difference in peo- 
ple about going. A_ peculiar 
thing had happened in the 
neighborhood. A preacher had 
been rather too intimate with 
a young woman under the guise 
of religious enthusiasm, al- 
though he may have been per- 
fectly innocent. It was in a 
rough community where life 
was of almost no value and the 
enforcement of the laws was 
very lax. There were indica- 
tions of a mob forming for 
night operations. It was nec- 
essary for the man to be trans- 
ported as quickly as_ possible. 
There was only one thing to do 
and only one place to go and 


it would take at the very least 
six hours to drive it around the 
mountains and over anything 
else but good roads. It was late 
in the afternoon. The horses 
were harnessed to the vehicle, 
and everything ready to go. But 
the driver, where was he? It 
was understood that a certain 
man was to drive and no one 
else had made any preparations 
to go. While those interested 
were rather impatiently waiting 
and wondering a messenger 
came and explained that he had 
decided not to go—that there 
was danger of being run down 
by a mob and he was afraid to 
go and his wife persuaded him 
and begged him so that he 
would not go. 


There we were. Ii was a busy 
man then similar to what I am 
now. In fact, I have never 
known anything but a hurried 
busy life. I had not thought of 
going and made no prepara- 
tions. Everything was ready 
and waiting for a driver. I said, 
Well, it has to be done, I would 
not want to be to blame for the 
man being beaten and abused. 
I can’t go, I haven’t the time, 
my work will be neglected, but 
I'll go any way. I ran to the 
house, told my wife, who, brave 
and heroic, that she always has 
been, never offered a word of 
objections, kissed her and the 
children and ran back to the 
wagon and was off and gone. 
The trip was successful, and the 
man escaped the lash and abuse 
that was surely awaiting him if 
he had remained as I learned 
afterwards. 


While that was an important 
run, it was not half so impor- 
tant as for us to make a run 
for the rescuing of lost souls. I 
don’t know, but it just seems to 
me that people are not awak- 
ened to the worth of a soul as 
they should be. How people 
can lounge about and yawn and 
stretch and talk about religion 
and the salvation of the lost and 
yet do but little and almost 
nothing for their salvation is 
hard to understand. The way 
the fire burns in me I can hardly 
stay here although every hour 
of my time is spent in a way 
working for the salvation of the 
lost. Although the end is not 
yet I feel that we should use ev- 
ery minute of time to the very 
best advantage possible in win- 
ning precious souls. And I am 
all the time wanting things to 
move rapidly to that end. 


Much has been done but there 
is still mure to do for the Mas- 
ter, and while the Lord seems 
to be delaying His coming a lit- 
tle while we should make good 
use of the delay. How do we 
know but He is delaying His re- 
turn just to give us a chance for 
a hurried work to get the gos- 
pel spread over the face of all 
the earth? And whether this is 
true or not I know we should 
hurry on with the work. O dear 
Lme, I wish I could make a mil- 
lion of myself, I'd use every one 
and make him go. If he got 
the least bit dilatory I’d spur 
him up and show him that some 
one will drop into hell while he 
mopes and he’ll be responsible 
for it. I can’t say to others 
what I could say to myself. If 
I only cold I’d surely make 
some movie about in many 
places unworked and unoc- 





cupied now. I could say to my- 


self, Walk! if I had no money 
to pay my fare, and I would 
obey. I could say to myself, 
Open up a place and go at it, 
if there were no openings and 
no body wanted me for meet- 
ings. The reason I can say this 
so boldly is because I have made 
the gentleman do those very 
things. I guess that is one rea- 
son I am not getting old. God 
may be keeping me to make 
some more runs for Him while 
the Lord delays His coming. At 
any rate I have the fire and hold 
myself ready for what ever falls 
my lot, but J positively will not 
be idle nor spend my time for 
selfish ends. I long ago quit 
trying to make a living for my 
family. I have spent my time 
for more than twenty years 
seeking first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness, but 
not to support my family. 


Looking at the fields before 
us, why, they are all around us, 
and all white to harvest, while 
many who can preach fairly 
well are making a living for 
their families, and they are 
afraid to get so they do not 
know where the next meal is 
coming from. Why, we lived 
for nearly a week once after 
wife said the flour is nearly out 
only enough for one more meal, 
and the glory of it was we had 
bread every day and the flour 
chest did not seem to get any 
nearer empty than the day she 
said there is only enough for 
one meal. I’m afraid our peo- 
ple do not know how to trust 
the Lord and go right on and 
work for Him. I guess He may 
give some of us a few lessons 
in trusting the Lord for bread 
pretty soon. Will we take our 
lesson or will we begin to mur- 
mur and say, “I’ve got to have 
a support for my family and if 
the Church does not do more 
for me than this I’m going to 
get me a job.” Where is the 
heroism in that? Why, I’ve 
preached with my toes sticking 
out of my shoes and my pants 
worn at the knees and wife has 
darned and darned and sewed 
and darned until they were pret- 
ty good pads for my old knees 
to kneel on while I prayed. I 
never quit, and that was before 
tithes were prepared for the 
preachers, and I had no place 
to look to except straight up to 
God. 


These are not boastings. They 
are only some experiences that 
I feel may be good for some 
body that needs a lesson in 
trusting the Lord and going on 
whether there is money or no 
money. God has us in a train- 
ing school and doubtless He is 
letting us have these close 
times that we may have the 
lesson we need. I know of a 
Yot of our people that do not 
know the primer in_ sacrifice 
and hard times. They have had 
plenty all their lives, and I am 
very sure some of them are go- 
ing to have it this way, too. 
They will never know the 
sweets of living hard and act- 
ually getting hungry while liv- 
ing on half or one third rations. 
They just don’t aim to do it. 
They will quit preaching first 
and go into money making 
right, before they will go 
through these blessed places 
that some of us know all 
about. 


It is because there is so much 
to do and money so scarce to 
hire laborers that I am talking 
this way. I want to make peo- 
ple think they must give the 
Lord their time and get their 
lesson, even if they don’t get 
fed good at the table. Some 
are having it hard this year, and 
some had it that way last year, 
but it may not be hard enough 
yet to get the blessing out of 


it that they might if the press 








was screwed down tighter. If 
wish our preachers that can 





preach and do good at it would 
get such a deep trust in their 
souls that they will stay at their 
job of preaching even if their 
bones are bleached by the sun 
and rain after they have starved 
to death while they are at it. 


I tell you, there are some 
heroes badly needed—those 
kind that will never flinch, 
grumble or complain, even if 
their bones stick out and they 
get hollow eyed because of hun- 
ger. Although the end is not yet 
the slow gate we are going will 
not get us over the nations by 
the time the trumpet sounds I’m 
afraid. We _ihave scarcely 
touched the world when we 
think of the foreign nations 
with their teeming millions. 
And look at the millions in our 
cwn land that have arrived 
from foreign shores who have 
never heard the gospel, besides 
the multitudes of professing 
Christians who have never 
come in touch with the Church 
of God. 


Is there no use to hurry? Can 
we do anything else but hurry 
and keep a clear conscience? 
Can a minister keep his stand- 
ing with the Lord and do any- 
thing else but give his time to 
the ministry? (Read Rom. 12:7, 
both versions) What did the 
early disciples do after they 
were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire? Let St. 
Mark answer. “They went forth, 
and preached everywhere , the 
Lord working with them, and 
confirming the word with signs 
following.” O for the spirit of 
the early disciples to take pos- 
session of twenty thousand peo- 
ple in the Church of God! I do 
not say that all of this twenty 
thousand should take their Bi- 
les, stand in the pulpits and 
deliver sermons, but all can do 
something, and they can hurry. 
All can pray, all can distribute 
tracts, all can work for the 
Evangel and the new Magazine. 
And some can work at manuel 
labor and make money to help 
support those who can preach. 


A man and his wife are 
wanted to go to Jamacia to take 
charge of the work there. A man 
and his wife are wanted to go 
with sister Rushin’ back to 
China in a few months. Sure- 
ly God has His hand on some 
true blue workers for these po- 
sitions. He must also be work- 
ing upon some plan for their 
support. These workers are 
necessary and I am counting on 
God to find them and get them 
ready. Since time is so short 
I am expecting them to get in a 
hurry to go. I wonder if I will 
hear from them in a few days 
saying, “Here am I, send me!” 


More people must be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire. There must be a mighty 
awakening. Not enough people 
talking in tongues. Many are 
confounded now because the fire 
is falling and the Church of God 
is growing so rapidly, but we 
want such an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit every where that 
people will stand and look on 
with amazement and wonder. 
We that have the experience 
must keep fired up and help to 
fire the world. Much has been 
done, but oh, we must not be 
satisfied until the world is a 
blaze with the power of the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and the powerful 
signs and wonders that are fol- 
lowing the Church of God mes- 
sengers. We have the bless- 
ings, we have the power and 
signs, but these must be dem- 
onstrated to the world. Mighty 
outpourings and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost are promised and 
surely the time is here for the 
demonstration of them to the 
world.

A BEGINNING OF THE REPORT 





The Evangel day as observed 
by the whole Church May 7, 
was a great affair. A number 
of churches report all day meet- 
ings with great victory and 
blessing. They showed their 
love for the little sheet by their 
testimonies, tears of gratitude, 
as they talked about the bless- 
ing it had been to them, and in 
their contributions. Well they 
might say, Hurrah for the Evan- 
gel! And they did say this by 
their actions. One church be- 
came so enthused about it that 
they passed a resolution asking 
that the first Sunday in May of 
every year be set apart for 
Evangel day. This certainly 
speaks in the very highest terms 
of their love for the paper. An 
Evangel day every year! That 
would be wonderful, wouldn’t 
it? A special day to recount 
the blessings, and talk about 
the good it has done, and to 
boost it. I wonder how they 
happened to think of that. Does 
it have the appearance of a sug- 
gestion to the mind of some one 
by the Holy Ghost, or was there 
some incident that caused the 
thought to develop and grow 
until it found expression in 
words? Well, no matter how 
it came about, it is on foot and 
I doubt if it stops now until ev- 
ery body will like it. 


I told you last week that we 
would begin giving the report of 
the drive this week. Last week 
I gave a trial count of the chil- 
dren’s collector’s fund which 
then amounted to $349.13. This 
sum has been steadily increas- 
ing for a week and it now 
amounts to $397.49, a gain of 
$48.36. This is fine for the 
children, but it looks like surely 
this fund will not stop here 
when only $2.51 cents more will 
put it over to the four hundred 
mark. Last week I said, Hur- 
rah for the children! but this 
week I think some one ought to 
join me and say it twice. Hur- 
rah for the children! Hurrah 
for the children! And by next 
week this fund will surely 
mount up to four hundred. We 
will wait and see. 


The next fund that is ready 
to report this week is the Sun- 
day School Charity fund. I am 
fully convinced that this is not 
popular among the Sunday 
schools for the amount is very 
small, only $14.27. But this 
adds just this much to the drive 
and will help pay the interest on 
some of the notes. This fund 
is created by a few of the Sun- 
day schools in what they call 
their Sunday School March Col- 
lection. At the close of the 
school, after the secretary has 
read the report the _ school 
stands to their feet at the sound 
of the piano or organ keys, and 
march around the room single 
file, by classes, the class of the 
smallest children in front and 
the next largest size next, and 
so on until the older people 
come last. The secretary takes

are going this way, but wheth- 
er they accept or reject they 
must hear the wonderful mes- 
sage and they must know at 
the judgment that a prophet 
has been among them and dem- 
onstrated the wonderful power 
of the gospel.

his collection box and holds it 
at a convenient place where all 
pass, and every scholar is sup- 
posed to drop a penny or nickle 
or dime. or some amount in the 
box as he passes by. And this 
fund is to help the poor of the 
Church in time of sickness, mis- 
fortune, or bury the dead. I 
thought more Sunday schools 
had a way of creating this fund 
than this drive has revealed. 


I will report one more fund 
this week. I hardly think it 
wise to add any more this week 
as reports are still coming in 
and will probably make a 
change in all the other totals. 
This fund that I shall report is 
the Birthday Fund. This fund 
is another Sunday school pro- 
ject to raise money to help meet 
the expenses of the orphanage. 
Every Sunday school scholar is 
to pay one cent for every year 
old at every birthday. Every 
one that has a birthday since 
the last Sunday is to hand. in to 
the secretary the amount what 
ever it is. Thirty seven dollars 
and thirty-nine cents worth of 
birthdays in one week means 
several birthdays. 


We hope to have several more 
of the funds to report next 
week, and probably we may be 
able to give the total amount of 
the drive. As a note of encour- 
agement I will say that I have 
already been made able to pay 
a bill of three thousand dollars 
that had almost swamped us 
for. several months, At times 
while this special bill has been 
pressing us I have felt like my 
heart was right up in my throat. 
This drive has already given me 
some relief for which I thank 
God and thank the drivers on 
the field. This is wonderful if 
there were nothing more, but I 
am sure we are not to the end 
yet. 


The reports did not all come . 


in as promptly as we hoped, 
but I guess by waiting a few 





days some have been able to 
send in larger amounts so it is 
all right any way. We are all 
working together to show our 
love and appreciation for the 
Evangel. This blessed little pa- 
per has been the means of pull- 
ing the Church and many of its 
lovers over many hard places 
and it is no wonder that it is 
loved so dearly. And I believe 
our love for it is increasing as 
we come to realize what it has 
done and what it is doing for us 
and the Church. 


There is one thing that has 
not yet been a success that is 
causing some seriousness, but I 
hope we will make it a success 
yet. We have not been suc- 
cessful in getting all of our 
members to subscribe and read 
the blessed pages of the paper 
every week. There have been 
several attempts made to put 
this over, and much has been 
done toward this end, but it can- 
not yet be said that every mem- 


.ber is a reader every week. T 


wish some one would suggest 
some plan to get this done. It 
seems that all of our plans have 
failed so far, and this is evidence 
that we have not struck the 
right key, so probably some one 
may strike the key.

Another angel having a sharp 
sickle will appear. 

Ques. Why will two angels with 
reap hooks appear?

Ans. The remaining saints and 
those who were slain will be gathered 
to the Lord. This is the gleanings of 
the harvest. 


Ques. How did the harvest in olden 
times represent the resurrection? 


When the harvest was ripe 
they gathered a bundle and waved be- 
fore the Lord on the first day of the 
week; as a type of Jesus’ resurrection. 
This was called the first fruits of the 
harvest. Boaz reaped his main har- 
vest but Ruth gleaned. This is a 
type of the first resurrection.

“the first fruits of them that slept.” 1 
Cor. 15:20. The main harvest repre 
sents the main resurrection. The 
gleaning at the close of the tribula- 
tion; those who will have died during 
the tribulation.

Ans. He is to reap the vine of the 


earth when it is ripe.

Ans. , “Without the city”—south of 
Jerusalem.

Ques. What comes out of the wine- 
press? 
Ans. Blood comes from this wine 


press to the depths of the horses’ 
bridles. 

Ques. How long will be the wine- 
press that is to hold the blood to the 
depth of the horses’ bridles? 

Ans. It will be one thousand six 
hundred furlongs, equal to 200 miles. 
Ques. What is this place called? 

Ans. It is called, The valley of 
Jehoshaphat. 


Ques. What does the prophet Joel 


prophesy concerning this day? See 
Joel 3:9. 
Ans. “Proclaim ye this among 


the Gentiles, Prepare war, wake up the 
mighty men, let all the men of war 
draw near; let them come up: Beat 
your plowshares into swords, and 
your pruning-hooks into spears: let the 
weak say, I am strong. Let the heath- 
en be wakened, and come up to the 
valley of Jehoshaphat: for there will 
I sit to judge all the heathen round 
about. Put ye in the sickle, for the 
harvest is ripe: come, get you down; 
for the press is full, the fats overflow: 
for their wickedness is great.” Joel 3: 
9, 10, 12, 13. 

Ques. Why will He call the nations 
to prepare for war? 

Ans. Because at the beginning of 
the seven years the white horse and 
rider will have fully, established peace 
and doubtless, most of the war imple- 
ments will have been destroyed and 
their attention turned to farming and 
farm tools with all other implements 
that ‘pertain'to peace, but at this time 
they are to_take these tools and work 
them over into guns etc. 


Ques. What did Isaiah say when 
the vail was raised and he got a 
glimpse of Jesus after having tread 
the winepress? 

“Who 18 tnis that cometh from 
Edom, with dyed garments from Boz- 
rah? this that is glorious in his ap 
parel, travelling in the greatness of 
his strength?

Wherefore 
art thou red in thine apparel, and thy 
garments like him that treadeth in the 
wine fat. I have trodden the wine 
press; * * * and their blood shall 
be sprinkled upon my garments, 
and I will stain all my raiment. For 
the day of vengeance is in mine heart, 
and the year of my redeemed is come.” 
Isa. 63:1-4. 

Ques. How did the people in Pal- 
estine get the jui¢e from the grape?. 

Ans. They made large vats in 


which they placed the grapes, then 
another vat below with a trough lead- 
ing to the upper one. After the grapes 
were thrown in, sometimes one Man 
would tread out the grape juice with 
his bare feet, sometimes a half dozen 
men would be running around in the 
vat singing and having a gleeful time, 
while the juice is covering their gar- 
ments. See Rand’s Dictionary. 


Ques. How many will be in the 
vat at Jehoshaphat? 


Ans. Jesus says He will have to 
tread it alone, but it will not be grape 
juice but blood of wicked men that is 
represented as staining His garment. 
This is spoken of figuratively to show 
something of the seriousness of that 
day. 


Ques. What does the Lord say in 
Jeremiah about this? 

Ans. “Therefore prophesy thou 
against them all these words, and say 
unto them, The Lord shall roar from 
on high * * * he shall mightily roar 
upon his habitation; he shall give 
a shout, as they that tread the grapes, 
against all the inhabitants of the 
earth.” 


_Ques. What did John say about Je 
sus for the closing days of the tribu- 
lation? 


Ans. He says, “And he was clothed 
with a vesture dipped in blood; and 
his name is called The Word of God. 
And the armies which were in heaven 
followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen white and clean.” 
Rev. 19:13,14.

DIVINE HEALING 


W. S. Hodge 








Much has been said on divine heal- 
ing. The question for the person who 
believes in divine healing then, is, Is 
it God’s will at this time to heal me? 
“Not unwise, but understanding what 
the will of the Lord is.” Eph. 5:17. It 
it by the prayer of faith that the 
person is raised up to health again, 
and faith for healing requires the spe 
cial inspiration of the Holy Spirit. In 
fact, in many cases, “We know not 
what we should pray for as we ought: 
but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered.” Rom. 8:26. - 


We may be sure that the real pray- 
er of faith for perfect healing and res- 
toration can not be offered when it is 
to the glory of God to take the per- 
son home to Himself, but in other 
eases (which the Spirit of God will 
make clear to those who are spiritual, 
believing and obedient) it is God’s 
will to heal and we should “Come 
boldly to the throne of grace” for this 
blessing. 


CONDITION FOR HEALING 


The plan for healing set forth in 
the New Testament is not arbitrary 
but is conditional. We must under 
stand and conform to the standard of 
the Word if we hope to receive its 
benefits. 


Faith is always required, either the 
faith of the individual himself when 
he is capable of exercising it or the 
faith of some one else. For confirma- 
tion of this statement consult Matt. 
9:29; 5:34,36; 8:5-13; 9:2; John 4:50, 
Mark 9:23 etc. 


But there are other conditions of a 
more particular nature and these are 
dependent upon the source from which 
the disease came. Of course sin in 
the beginning was the first cause of 
this calamity but the Scriptures 
plainly teach that sickness is now 
brought upon us by causes proceeding 
rom three different sources: Nature, 
Satan and God Himself. These we 
will consider separately. 


First, NATURAL CAUSES. “His 
bones are full of the sin of his youth, 
which shall lie down with him in the 
dust.” Job. 20:11. Overwork and 
mental strain as in the cases of Dan- 
iel and Epaphroditus. “And I Daniel 
fainted, and was sick certain days.” 
Dan. 8:27. “He (Epaphroditus) was 
‘sick nigh unto death: but God had 
mercy on him; * * * Because for the 
work of Christ he was nigh unto 
death, not regarding his life, to sup- 
ply your lack of service toward me.” 
Phil. 2:27-30. “In the day of our 
king the princes have made him sick 
with bottles of wine.” Hosea 7:5. A 
large part of the afflictions of men are 
directly traceable to these natural 
causes. ; 


Second. SATAN AFFLICTS. “And 
ought not this woman, being a daugh- 
ter of Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, these eighteen years, be 
loosed from this bond?” Luke 13:16. 
For further proof see Job 2:7. 


Third. GOD SOMETIMES AF- 
FLICTS DIRECTLY. See Jonah 
3:10; Rom. 11:22; Acts 13:10, 11. 
“Because of the wickedness. of 
thy doings, whereby thou host 
forsaken me. The’ Lord _ shall 
make the pestilence cleave unto thee.” 
Deut. 28:21,22. Also Lev. 26:14-16; 
Exod. 9:15; Num. 12:9,10. “And the 
Lord struck the child that Uriah’s 
wife bare unto David, and it was very 
sick.” 2 Sam. 12:15. “And after all 
this the Lord smote him in his bowels 
with an incurable disease.” 2 Chr. 
21:18. Many other texts could be 
given on this point but it is unneces- 
sary. 


In view of these three causes of 
sickness and disease, how precious are 
the words of the Psalmist, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul: and all that is with- 
in me, bless his holy name. Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and forget not 
all his benefits: Who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth ALL thy 
diseases.” Psa. 103:1-3. It is evident 
that God is the only one who can hea) 
all diseases. 


If an affliction or sickness originates 
in natural causes, it may possibly be 
cured by natural means. Such dis- 
eases constitute the special province 
wherein earthly physicians are able 
to operate. If a disease is a direct 
imposition of Satan, he may remove 
his hand of affliction, thus effecting a 
cure of the individual. It is also pos- 
sible that Satan may remove afflictions 
originating in natural causes. But 
when God Himself punishes men by 
affliction because of their sins, He 
alone can reach such a case and affect 
a cure. This makes clear the special 
conditions that the applicant must 
meet in order to obtain divine healing. 


If by intemperance or earelessness 
we ourselves are responsible for our 
afflictions, then when we call for the 
elders of the church we are instructed 
to confess our faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that we 
maybe healed. James 5:16. If we 
are living to please God and Satan 
imposes sickness upon us, we can re 
buke the devil in the name of the 
Lord and God will grant healing. But 
when God Himself has laid the hana 
of affliction upon us, because of our 
own sins, then conditions are entirely, 
Neither man nor Satan 


for divine healing in such cases are 
well set forth in the circumstances 


concerning Miriam already cited. Be 
fore healing can be obtained, sin must 
the | be confessed. “And the anger of the 


Lord was kindled against them; * * * 


and, behold, Miriam became leprous, 
white as snow.” Num. 12:9-13.

among Pentecostal people as we!l as 
other Christian movements. Many are 
praying and working at it in their way 
and doubtless there are some moves 
being made that will prove helpful in 
this all important thing. But there is 
only one thing to do that will bring 
unity and this one thing is to get back 
to the Bible in belief and practice. 
This will bring unity—nothing else 
will do it. 

Unity is mentioned only three times 
in the Bible. One in the old, Psa. 
133:1, and twice in the new, Eph. 4: 
3-13. It is translated from the Hebrew 
word yachab which means in English 
to be or become ONE. The Greek 
word is hentoes meaning ONENESS 
or UNANIMITY. 

In order to have unity we must first 
locate the cause of division—do away 
with that and unity will naturally be 
the result. Doctrine is that that 
holds or severs apart. The right kind 
of doctrine will bring about ONE 
NESS and retain it but the wrong 
kind of doctrine will always cause di- 
vision. It may not be so bad to have 
meetings and call conventions togeth- 
er to talk about unity but before it is 
real somebody will have to lay aside 
their ideas and petty doctrines and 
settle on the Word of God which is 
not divided. . 

The Church of God with all her pro- 
tection is as a lighthouse by the sea 
shore to guide the many.that are out 
on the sea of division and unrest in 
to the harbor of unity. A lighthouse 
is something that is never asleep but 
is ever sending forth its rays to guide 
the seamen. The night may be ever 
so dark and stormy but she is always 
on duty. Just so with the Church of 
God, the night of division is on, the 
storms of false and deceptive doctrines 
are raging, but in the midst of it all 
the Church of God stands like Gibral- 
tar for the WHOLE BIBLE RIGHT- 
LY DIVIDED. This is a day that 
God is getting a people sought out 
that will stand uncompromisingly for 
the “Thug saith the Lord.” 

God has a Bible unity that He will 
have some humble ones attain to— 
this will be Bible unity. The Church 
of God is striving for that to put into 
daily practice the doctrines of the 
early church and step to step we are 
advancing. The twelve elders are in 
office, together with the seventy. The 
General Overseer with the state over- 
seers, district overseers, pastors and 
band leaders is evidence that we are 
lined up for Bible order. And as 
time passes on and God reveals more 
light on His Word we are ready to 
grasp it. The principle theme of the 
Church of God is the whole Bible 
rightly divided. This means that we 
don’t expect to stop until we reach 
the perfect. No other movement can 
exceed this. We are often misunder- 
stood and undergo undue criticism due 
to the fact that our opponents don’t 
understand our mission in the world. 


When He came on the scene Jesus 
did not cast aside the law as of no 
effect, it was good in its place. Jesus 
brought the perfect plan—still He 
recognized the law, He came not to 
destroy but to fulfill, And for many 
years after His ascension and the 
descent of the Holy Ghost, the Church 
of God prevailed in order which made 
it protective. The dark age which 
was spoken of by the prophet, came 
on and the Church in its order was 
lost sight of—false doctrine had sway. 
In the revelation of Jesus to John on 
Patinos was revealed the fact that Je 
sus was the beginning and the ending. 
He said. “I am Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the ending.” This 
may have a deeper meaning than some 
may think. 

We understand that Jesus was with 
the Father in the beginning of crea- 
tion etc., but doubtless this message 
to John referred to the gospel or 
church age. This being true then He 
will evidently have the Church in or- 
der in the last as He did in the first. It 
is well understood by Bible students 
that unity prevailed as long as the 
apostles’ doctrine was closely fol- 
lowed. God wonderfully worked with 
them confirming the Word with signs 
following. It stands to reason that if 
it took the close adherence of the doc- 
trine the apostles taught to have unity 
in the first, it will require the same to- 
day to have unity. 

All movements have some part of 
the doctrine but it will take the whole 
thing to bring this unity we are talk- 
ing about. Therefore, we feel safe in 
saying the Church of God is a guide 
to unity. A guide is one who leads or 
directs. If we want unity we must 
direct our course that way. And 
while the Church of God does not 
claim to have reached perfection in 
doctrine, she is leading the way. And 
while it is not our object to proselyte, 
yet the truth of this matter stands out 
supreme for itself and while others 
are conventioning for unity, the 
Church of God stands as a guide to 
the thing. 


How wonderful it would be for the 
Pentecostal people to come together 
and see eye to eye and speak the same 
thing. But this will never be as long 
as every fellow puts his own defint- 
tion on the Scripture and says he has 
a right to his belief. This we do but 
in the multitude of counselors there 
is safety. The failure to take counsel 
hinders many in their Christian life 
also different little bands or move. 
ments. 


The world is disgusted with division 
and sometimes we do not much won- 
der at some not feeling their need of 
.God. I-am sure God is working on 





There is a great cry for unity:the situation and the sooner there is 


a lining up on doctrine, the sooner 
unity will come. It is almost useless 
to try to have unity and at the same 
time disagree on doctrine for it is the 
different doctrines that cause division 
and separation. Agreement on the 
right kind of doctrine will bring ever 
lasting unity and oneness. 

Do you want unity? How much do 
you want it? You may have to lay 
down something you hold as doctrine 
which you think the Lord showed you. 
Many are already laying down their 
fads that they once held to so strong 
ly. Surely God is stirring the nest 
and opening the eyes of many.

MOHAMMEDAN PILGRIMAGE TO 
THE HOLY PLACE 


P. M. 





The Mohammedans number about 
three hundred million and nearly all 
are under the English rule or flag. 

Every year about our Easter all the 
religious Mohammedans plan a trip to 
Mecca, the holy shrine, and supposed 
to contain the coffin and body of thei: 
prophet Mohammed suspended in the 
air in a room. Only Mohammedans 
are allowed to go and see this sacred 
spot and all try to get there once in 
their lifetime and are called Hagas, 
a title of great honor as we have a 
colonel and captain. 





In the South the pilgrimage began 
last night, or yesterday, Thursday, | 
April 6th, for those who live too far 
away to reach Jerusalem by this morn- 
ing, Friday April 7th, which is the 
Mohammedan Sunday. They nave 
many flags or banners on poles aboui 
eight and ten feet long, the end rest: | 
ing on the pit of their stomachs, and | 
waving their flags and dancing they | 
march to Jerusalem. A similar band | , 
from Jerusalem go out to meet them | 
on the'ouiskirts of the city of the | 


great King and escort them in. They | 
come from Nablus, old Shechem, He- | 
bron and all the villages east, west, 


“north and south of Jerusalem. 
English soldiers on horses and on 
foot mingle with them to keep them 
from trouble as the Mobammedans 
‘are trained to fight for their religion 
and the holier the day, the holier the 
‘fight and they bitterly hate the Jews 
and joined with and stirred up by the 
Christians (Catholics) they resent the 
‘Jews returning to Jerusalem. If they 
“were not afraid of the English soldiers 
on the walls of Jernsalem heavily 
armed with machine guns at each 
gate, also the armored motor cars with 
cannons and machine guns facing 
them at each gate as they enter, they 
would kill every Jew, young and old. 


They march to the mosque of Omah, 
built in honor of one who captured 
Jerusalem and built this sacred. cir- 
cular building over the rock Moriah 
where Abraham offered up Isaac and 
where they claim Mohammed in his 
flight from Medina came and prayed 
for God to protect him and hid in this 
rock and God heard him and delivered 
him, making this their second and 
most sacred place of worship. After 
service and a talk by the head sheik 
they, with fanatical dancing and shout- 
ing very much like our Indian war 
whoop, march out St. Stephen’s 
gate on the east and thousands line 
the street to see.- The Jews are not 
allowed as it would start a fight. Then 
with the waving of hats’. handa- 
kerchiefs and banners mingled 
with shouts, dancing -and’ singing 
they wend. their way around Mt. 
Olives past Bethpage, Bethany and 
Good Samaritan and _ proceed _ to 
the tomb of Moses which is 
about six miles south of Jeriche and 
twelve miles west of the Jordan river 
where they have a tomb and spend a 
week in religious revelry and praying 
and acts of worship. 


But you say Moses died on Mount 
Nebo at the top of Pisgah where God 
took Moses and gave him a view of al) 
the land of corn and wine and milk 
and honey, the glory of all lands. We 
read in Deut. 34:1,4-6, “And Moses 
went up from the plains of Moab unto 
the mountain of Nebo, to the top of 
Pisgah, that is over against Jericho. 
And the Lord shewed him all the land 
of Gilead, unto Dan, And the Lora 
said unto him, This is the land which 
I sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, 
and unto Jacob, saying, I will give iv 
unto thy seed: I have caused thee to 
see it with thine eyes, but thou shalt 
not go over thither. So Moses the 
servant of the Lord died there in the 
land of Moab, according to the word 
of the Lord. And he buried him in a 
valley in the land of Moab, over 
against Beth-peor: BUT NO MAN 
KNOWETH OF HIS SEPULCHRE 
UNTO THIS DAY.” 


But the Mohammedans say, like the 
Catholics, “You have changed the Bi 
ble and man made it.” They say, 
“Moses did go up to the mountain and 
the devil came to him and said, ‘God 
has given you unto my hands to kill 
you and you must die.’ Moses said, 
‘I know it but let us pray silently 
awhile.’ The devil said, ‘All right.’ 
Moses said, ‘Close your eyes while I 
pray before I die.’ The devil put his 
hand over his eyes, closed them and 
waited patiently while Moses prayed. 
Thinking Moses was praying a long 
time, he peeped through his fingers to 
see and Moses was gone. He looked 
up and saw Moses running toward the 
Jordan and gave chase and caught him 
twelve miles across the Jordan river 
on the west side and killed him and 
buried him there.” 


This and many other such traditions 
in their creed or doctrine taught 
them from childhood up makes it al- 
most impossible to reach them with 
the gospel. 

Their mingling, mixing and marry- 
ing with all kinds of people and al- 
lowance of as many wives as they can 
support, from one to forty, cause them 
to increase rapidly and nothing but 
the signs and wonders of the power 
of the Holy Ghost arresting them and 
convicting them can produce a change. 
It takes much prayer and faith and 
great compassion of Christ to stay 
and preach the gospel year after year 
with little results. Pray much for the 
missionaries in Palestine who are giv 
ing “their lives for those who hate 
them. 

There are, according to the govern- 
ment estimate, 500,000 Arabs in the 
present Palestine west of Jordan river 
and 65,000 to 75,000 Christians (Catho- 
lics)""and 70,000 to 80,000 Jews and it 
seems that the cup of iniquity of the 
first two is nearly full and the times 





of the Gentiles are almost ended and 
the Jews returning and the near re-
